Tlio haughty patricians, under whose 
guidance the Ivoniaiis had contjuered 
tho greater (larl. of tht! known world, 
sudt-lenly found (heir occupiUion gone. 
They liail to reiii-e into privati) life. 
Hut with tliis withihiivval half the 
n!itioual]onergy wasgone, Far from mak- 
ing further encroaelunenta on bar- 
barism, I'oiuc was not ovlmi able to 
liold lier own. 

1 1 .should be noticed that -.vhilt! all 
the.--:o deinoci-atic! changes art; being 
carried, no altoinpt is niaJi! toalhiviatc 
the unequal distribution of wealth — 
the real evil which is crushing tho 
tnas.sfis in wealthy and populous siate.s. 
1 do l4P say that it is easy to remedy 
this evil, but what [ chiiin is that 
these political linkerings do not ever 
broach it; coiisrquently they can have 
no tendency to avert the social 
convuloisnsi which seem to impend 
over Europe. W. 



Lords And €<>niuions. 

To Toe Editor: —As the conflict be- 
tween tlie lords and commons in I'hig- 
Iftnd excites great interest throughout 
the British territory, some coiiiineiit 
on the discussion that is raging may 
not be out of jilace 

On the one hand, the conservatives 
laud the peers to tho skies as cham- 
pions of the constitution, bulwarks, 
against democratic aggression. In 
theory indeed, the Queen, lords, and 
conimon.s are co ordinate branches of 
the government, but [)r;icUcally the 
house of comuions ha.s lieen supreme 
for generations. In tlio [iresent case 
then, tho' persistent opposition of the 
lords to this long establisheil su- 
premacy almost amounts to a revolu- 
tion. For two centuries the peers havo 
always yielded to tlie commons on a'l 
important questions. The only instaiicti 
that I can reniGinl'er, in which the 
lords thwarted the coniuions on any 
important matter, was the Exclusion 
Bill which was thrown out by the 
house of lords in the reign of C'liarley 
II. Although the (^ut.'i^ii has the )iri- 
vilege of vetoing a bill whicii has lieen 
passed by both hou.ses, yet as this 
power has not been useil since tin; 
time of Queen Anne, it would be peril- 
ous to resume it and might cause a re- 
volution. Quite analogous to this sup- 
po.sed CR.se, is the action of tin; peers 
in tho iireaeiU instance. It is obvious 
then that they would not have v(>'.uur- 
ed on such a cour.se, if they were; not 
sure of a Strong support outside. It 
ig this which encourages them to their 
teracious resistance. According to the 
liberals, the lords are both inailinun 
and criminals, to oppose the will of 
"tho jjeople." This f■.\prt^ssion "tho peo- 
ple" is constantly employed in politi- 
cal debate with no very precise mean- 
ing, or rather it is consciously used 
in a false sense. As the people are al- 
ways divided in opinion on political 
matters, no jiarty can claim more than 
a fruction of the people. In the jiresent 
case it remains to be proved whether 
the conservatives or tlic liberals aro 
supported by the larger fruction. The 
only way to ascertain that is by a gen- 
eral election; and I notice that the 
liberals seem particularly reluctant to 
submit the cjuestion to that test. Again, 
from the ominous warnings uttered bv 
radical journals, "that the peers had 
better bo wise in time" ic. One wouhl 
suppose that some dreadful punish- 
ment was in store for these recalci 
trant lords. Why, the only pentiliy 
that could be iiillictetl on them, is the 
abolition [of llio house of lords. How 
this could seriously diniiuisli the in- 
fluence of the nobles, I do not see. l!y 
their wealth and social connections 
they have great influence individually, 
but, as -a ■'■ ■political body sitting in 
parliament, their power is almost iiil. 
They are men; influential anywlier(! 
then in the house of lords. i<\)i' genera 
tions the so-called uppt^r houHe has 
been merely a court of registration to 
record the enactments of the lower 
house, I should think the peers, as 
much as any one ahn, ought to de- 
precate the continuance of the farce. 

The British government may be 
regarded as a republic with monarchi- 
cal forn)H. Whether those forms are 
maintained, or are abolished, seems to 
me .a . matter of very slight conse- 
quence;' the essential character of the 
government will remain the same. 
The house of commoiui iiiicif is a very 
aristocratic assemblage, so that oven if 
the house of lords was done away with 
we should by no means have got rid of 
aristoralio ' influence. I know that 
the tendency of democratic government 
is to cause the upper cla.ss to with- 
draw from politics, us wu see i!.\.eliij)li- 

fied to ;tbe • United States. But ap- 
parently it will bis a long time before

The ])rpsidenb of the McOill llniver- 
sitv Literary Sr;;tierv, Mr. Arc!:ii'hk! 
Slctiouu, Ji'., Iec;turetl last night to a 
large audiencot on the siiliject of an 
Imperial Parliament, whicli, he advo- 
cated, «hould bu elected from all parts 
of the empire, and have supreme 
authority regiiriling iclatioiia betwe(!n 
diH'erent ))urts of the empire, ratKira 
tion ef treaties with foreign powers, 
tliploiuiilie anil consular sfrviees, anil 
lastly, the maintenance and control of 
tht! ttrniy anil navy. Canada might 
still negotiate extradition or Gshiiig 
treaties, subject to ratillcalion by the 
I niperial I'arlitiinent. 

To maintain tho army tin? Tmpi'rial 
Parliament might tax all tht! empire 
uniformly or by special assessment in 
particular parts. The membership of 
this PHrliament«to consist of the entire 
membership of the British House of 
Commons, 658, and, of the proper iium- 
Ijer from each colony electeil by the 
Parliament of each. Canada's propor- 
tion woulil be 81, Austrtilia's 51, other 
colonics 28, making a House of 821 
meiiiberg. The colonial mumbors to 
receive

a year, or if their duties ocoupieil all 
tht'ir tiiiii; $3,000. The Piirliamont 
would meet onco a year at Westminster 
and Colonial members to b(> carried free 
across across the octuin at tho Goveru- 
ment's expense and to havo absolutely 
free telegraphic facilities, as that 
woiilil make thtdr absence from home 
little felt. He advocateil itbsoluto free 
tradt! between all parts of the i'^mpire, 
and argued that the schtMiie wouhl cnn 
fer an innuense benelit U|ion Canada. 
Sir William Dawson said the tpiestion 
of free trade and protection might be' 
one in whicli smaller nations might 
dili'er among themselves, but in such an 
Ivnpire as tin; I'.iitish it would be of no 
inijiortance. In Ihi'. formation of such 
an (•inj)ire, the principal inlluences to be 
brought out were British energy, and 
British honest.

An Arnprlor Sensation willi 
Aviiicli the Name of an old

The Montreal Star of Saturday jiub- 
lishetl the following account in eoiinec- 
tion with an insurance fraud at Arn- 
prior, the facts of which we have, for 
some time past, had in our possession, 
but which at tho request of parlies in 
tereated, wo had refrained from pub- 
lishing until mpro light was thrown on 
the matter.

They allege that part of his 
stock had been secretly removed before 
the fire occurred and was hidden safely 
away. One carload of his stock was 
all ready to be sent on to Toronto, but 
it has been seen and detained by the 
detectives. 'J'he iiisuritnce companies 
aro looking into the matter very closely 
jiiid detectives are diligently at work. 
A warrent has been issued for Hart- 
ncy's arrest and further complications 
'art-expoeted to be tleveloped.

THE GBAND JURY rMESENT- 

Tlio report of tho ^^iiirnl jury prosotited 
la tho jiulgo iukI couit mi Kritlny oilers 
Hnhi(^ct.s fur tliuu^ht luul consider ntion. 
Cuiiuni; 113 it doi-.s, from a comiuitteo ot 
representative citizons, tiio opinions ad- 
vanced in re.!,';ird to Incal subjects iiro of 
great weigiit, and may iio taken as an ex- 
pression of the general feolini,' among the 
respectable part of tlio population. In 
regard to the alleged iiicreaae uf crime, 
if it is a fact, ii is greatly to be depre- 
cated; but it niu.st be considered tliat, as 
the city grows and the country becomes 
more thickly settled crimes are bound 
also to increase in number. It is a de- 
plorable fact that sin aqd civilization go 
hand in hand, and that wherever com- 
mercial prosperitj' and natural advantages 
of situation draw large numbora of tho 
human race together there law-breaking 
and crime are riuniiant. All that wo can 
do to counteract this inevitable element of 
lawlessness, which will increase as Victoria 
becomes more and more a commerciul 
centre and a cnam .politan seaport, is to 
enact wise and ell'ective laws, see that 
they are firmly and judiciously admin- 
istered, and further, to [)roninto and en- 
courage every institution for good that 
can be established amonu us. Tho grand 
jurors report that tho most frequent 
cause of crime is found to be inloxicating 
liquori? This is the verdict of the world 
to day, and in every land there are largo 
numbers of workers who are endeavoring 
to stamp out the curse, or at least to mit- 
igate its widespread devastations. This 
movement has already found a footing in 
Victoria, and at no distant day we may ex- 
pect legislation on tho li(|Ui)r ijueation. Of 
several minor matterstouched in the report 
it is hardly necessary to s[)cak. In regard 
to lighting tho city it would certainly be 
well if several more electric nuists were 
erected in different isolated districts, but 
a far more important mutter than this was 
treated of at greater kpgth in the present- 
ment. We refer to the sanitary condi- 
tion of the city. 'I'lie absence of proper 
drainage, it was deelareil, is causing an 
unusual amount of sickness, still further 
increased by the lillhy condition of the 
streets. Sovei-al conapisious nuisances 
were mentioned which his lordship in 
reply ordered attended to. In regard to 
Lliu l.ittt r it i:!:iy be ^^lid tliiit I're.iter viiii- 
laiico and constant attention on the [)art 
of tho municipal aulliorities are required 
to keep tho city free from tiiese blots on 
its beauty and enemies to the public 
lieallli. But the matter of drainage re- 
(piirea more radical treatment. Nothing 
but a good system of aewenige will save 
the city from a yearly viaitation of epi- 
demic, such as has caused distress this 
season. No half-way measures will do; it 
has been proved that it is impossible to 
drain tho city by means of the roadside 
gutters, such na aro used in small country 
towns; the city has outurown these and 
now requires a more thorough system. 
This ma(ter has to be faced sooner or 
later, and it had bettor bo done now when 
a now year is approaching, bringing with 
it the tluty of electing a now sot of oHicers 
into whose care tlie manp.gement of the 
civic treasury will be givL'.ii. Would it not 
bo well to resolve ihiit tho coming year 
shall see this city made clean and liealth- 
ful in consequence .if well built under- 
ground sewers, and to elect a man like 
Mr. Rithot for mayor, and councilors who 
aro determined to see this matter properly 
carried through, and who can bo relied 
upon to manage it in the interest of the 
public, both as regards economy in ex- 
penditrue and excellence of construction? 

THE DRAIN AGE OF Till-: TOWN. 

Much of to-day's i.- sue is occupied with 
questions relating to tho drainage of this 
fair city. \\'e recognize tlio subject as 
the most important that can occupy the 
attention of ratepayers. At present there 
is absolutely no drainage. Tho gutters and 
culverts are freipiently ckoked with all 
sorts of offensive matter, and water- 
closets, kitJhens and v.asli-houses that 
discharge tlieir contents into box-drains, 
tho emanations from which pervade 
the atmosphere and poison human beings. 
.IPhysicians, with one exception, trace the 
numerous cases of illness to bad drainage 
and filthy streeia. Tho medical verdict, 
then, is as L'O to 1 in coudiMiinatioii of 
dirl as the cause of disease, in addition, 
the grand jurors have unanimously pre- 
sented the condition of the town as dang- 
erous to health and life. To day we con- 
tent ourselvHS with asking readers to per- 
use tho published result of numerous in- 
terviews with prouiinent citizens. Tlio 
Sabbath is a good d:iy for retlectioii; and 
while one looks closely after the welfare 
of his soul he should also jealously guard 
his body. "Put your trust in Providence 
and keoi) your powder dry," was, we 
think, flic Croinwullian injunction. To- 
day it might l)e alti.Tcd to read, "Put 
your trust in Providence and see that 
your premises are propeily drained." 
I'eoplo who live over cesspools or throw 
garbage into the streets do not, now-a- 
daya, when attacked by disease, escape 
censure l>y attributing their misfortune 
to "a wise liispenaiition of Providcnco. " 
God does not choke drains or oncourago a 
disobedience of all sanitary laws. But 
He provides a punishment for those who 
do.

ly. Mr. Harris loaves a widow and two 
dnuglitora — Mrs. Thoa.. Wilson, who ru- 
aide.s in Eiiijland, and Mra. Wni. Wilson, 
of James Bay, Vietoiia. lie was a na- 
tive of Hertford.-iliile, I'lii^land, ami 
would have compUted his (iSlli year h ul 
ha lived till March. In 1853 lie came 
to Cttlifornia,nnd in 1858 came, to Victoria, 
where ho has since resided. In hib 
younger days Mr. llarri.s wa.s a leadiiij,' and 
suece.Hsful biisiiiuas man, and was noted for 
hia private charities and interest he took 
in public i'.H'aiia. In ]8(il he was 
electod to the legislature of the old colony 
of Vancouver, and in 18CiJ ho was 
elected first mayor of Victoria, 
a position which he held for three succes- 
sive terms — twice beint,' clio.suii by acela 
mation. While mayor he was thrown 
from his biigiiy on West .Saanicii roa<l, 
sustaining a fracture of one lufi and arm, 
and never aftorwardu regained the full 
use of his limbs. Previous to the accident, 
' being a man of fine presence and K'Kintic 
Btutue ho was one of tiio liandsomesl and 
most powerful lUkUi in the province. -Ml 
of Mr. Harris' friends and actiuaintances 
who may road thi.i niinounoemunt will ex- 
perience a feeling of keen sorrow that tlio 
familiar form of one so generally 
esteemed shall be seen no mure cn our 
atreeta; and the hearts of all will aymiia- 
thizo with the stricken widow and family 
in their tjreat yricf.

During tho past day of two a repiosenta- 
tativo of Tlie Cohmiat has intervii.-weil 
proiniuout citizens to ask their oiiiiiions on 
tho groat questiou of tho honr, and their 
replies are given below. Several of our 
leading men were out when our roii'^e- 
simtative called and the publication of 
their ^iews is deferred till a future occasion. 

ES-MAYOl: l-IULAYSOK 

was of oijinion that thopiosoiit fncilities fur 
drainage wore not fully utilized. "Wliili' ad- 
mitting that there was much aiekiu'ss he 
feared that tho publication of- the fuel was 
injurious. Han Francisco, i'ortluud niid 
Seattle were ovil-smelling and unhealthy 
l)laco8, so Vietoria was not alone in that ro- 
s|iect. Bad drniiingo had n»uch to do with 
the state of the public health and tiie sani- 
tary regulalimis were very defective. The 
next iiiuyiu' and council would have tu con- 
sider import.-iiit matters aud he bopeil good 
men would bo selected so that liiiaticial iir- 
riiugementa might bo porfooted. 

Mil. W.M. WIIJiON 

^W. ,V .T. Wlls(Ui) said that ininiodiato at- 
tention to drainagi- was uecus.sary if the 
heiiltli of the eity w;ts to he preserved, 
lie was strongly oppose'd toebainiug iiuo 
the harbor, and s.ii.l some oilier place (d 
di'posit must be ad^'p'.Lil. To i)ois(in the 
harbor water woulil be oiil;, tu shift the 
centre of ilisease. Sewei.e.e should he 
carried outside and diseliaii;ed at .some 
lilace whence it could never I'l l urn to [uil- 
iule tho atmosphere. He bidieveu that a 
good system of drainage cmild be had for 
a much less sum than $Sl)l),(IOO; ami iu any 
event the oxpunditure might be spn-iul over 
a number of years. 

Mu. ,i.vmi:h rKi.i. 
was utterly oiqiosed to tlruiiiiug into tlu^ 
harbor. Ho favored Boss Bay its n point of 
discharge and had advanced that idea 21) 
years ago. The coat ought not to bo vury 
great and by-and-bye the lilnglish system i if 
collecting and distributing tho HovNiigo iiinl 
spreading it over agricultural Ii'.lkI might 
be adopted. In London all tho <-ost ot 
sewerage was defrayed and a hiuulsoiue 
[irolit realized from tho sale of the .sewer- 
age fiu' fertilizing purposes. The ^Muditiiiu 
of till; town was dangerous to jiublic 
health ; and even without a flystelu of sewors 
no excuse could be found for the streets 
being in a lillhj- state 

k-V-mavou riru-NKR 
had no objfctii'ii to discharging the sew- 
erage! into tho harbor so long as tho ciiy 
was not deii.sely populated. A few years 
hence the larger problem of carrying tho 
drains seaward would certainly have to be 
faced; and i)erhaps it would bo bettor in 
considering a acheine to tako the lartrer 
one into consideration at oiico. Ik; 
thought t hat dr.iiiiage into tho bar' o ■ wi ul 1 
not, bo pn^jiidicial to public health. .\ 
comparatively inexpensive scheino might 
ho adopted with regard to rubbish, etc., 
that could not possibly be paaaod through 
tho drains; ho would suggest the ndoption 
of tho Novv York |dan, where this c-la.ss of 
acctiuiulaliou was |)laceil on scows and the 
scows towed live miles outside, .iiiid there 
dumped, just as the dirt dredged from 
Victoria harbor is dumped now. 

Mil. THOMAS HAltl.j-. 

was oposed to the utilization of the harbor 
for drainage pur[iuaea. The small aiiiouiit 
of olleiiaive matter whiidi new fiiiind itn 
way into tho iv.ator would he iiicrtasetl ten 
thousand fold if tlio proposed drains were 
carried into it. Tho tides are too aluggiah 
to carry off the small quantity of sewer- 
age that ia now run into the harbor, and 
uith all tho dr.iina discharging then!, lie 
believod the harbor would bi'C 'nio a pes 
tileiitial basin. If any aclioiiin is a<lo|ile(l 
let it bo a guild and coiiiprcheusive one, 
which would carry everything otfoiisive 
out to sea. 

E.\-MAV0K .MCMILLAN 

believed in drainage; btit not. in tlio ex- 
pendituro of SISDO.OOO to obtain it. Tlie 
deodorizing (lualities of saltivuter wore 
well known, and no danger would .trise 
from discharging sewerage into the harbor 
Ho thought tho ravine should bo iitili/.ed 
by building a sewer along tho lino from 
the harbor to tho swamp. Into this mao 
auwer lateral drains from either side won il 
empty, and the cost would bo trlHinc;.

than when vou went in. lliit who would 
think of taking a heailer tli,.r,- now',' The 
lew ilraiiis that eniiilied into the harbor 
liail betouled il, and if sewers inaile under 
tin; proposed scheme were ilisrliarged there 
uo one could do business nloiig t he water 
front without sufl'eriug iu health.

It had beuii proposed 
to liuild a sea-wall across .James Hay and

most otVeusivo character. He bolioved lliiit 
tho adoption of a gootl tlraiiiago sohoiiie 
would preserve tho public hnalth and uiakn 
Victoria tho moat popular place of rosort 
on the coast. 

MR. D. LENEVUE 

thought a scheme for drainage should 
havo boon arranged ton years iigo — at 
lee.st, a plan iniglit havo been prepared 
and the work begun, and carried on evtiry 
year until at tile presiiiiL tinui thu health 
of the city would havti been ])reserved. 
Ho did nut think the harbor the ['roper 
recoptaclo for the towil|(» scoiirings, and 
would not object to a revision of the real 
estate roll and a loan to secure proper 
sewerage. 

EX .MAVOK IiALHV 

was of opinion that early steps ahould he 
taken to drain and purify tho city. Tho 
next mayor and council would havo to 
undertake tho wcu'k. It would bo u.v- 
pensive, but a rovisiftii of tho aasessmunt 
roll-would probably meet the additional 
charges on tho revenue. The most inex- 
pensive plan would bo t-j drain into the 
harbor. Salt water was a great doodor- 
izor, and if the dangerous elL'iiients C(ui ■ 
tained in tho sewage could ho destroyed 
by the water of the harbor, that was tho 
proper and least expensive place for the 
stuff to go. If BUoh . ahould pcqve nob' to 
be' tho case, then the ' drains must be dis- 
charged into the sea. 



Mil. K. n. 'I'lLTON 

(Marvin & Tilton) is a civil onginoor by 
profession, aud w.ia employed <ni the 
sewerage works at San Francisco. Ha 
condemned the iireaent system of open 
drains ("a loto. On no account should tho 
sowiigo bo carried into tho harbor, for 
thu reason that the tides are too sluggish 
to carry olf the iIe|ioaita, which would re- 
main on tho bottom, and when disturbed 
would be uluioat aa destructive to health 
as if thoy were allowed to remain in back 
yrudo. In Mr. Tiltoii's opinion tho 
aowago aliouhl be carried to Rosa Bay, 
leuiiing to which there is a natural do- 
pressii n or swale. The cost of a completo 
system roughly eitimatea at from .•*(iUO,000 
to .'r^800,000. Ho strongly favors llio 
etnployineiit of only a thoroughly ex- 
perienced person to plan and .carry out 
tho works, and mentioned two or throe of 
large cvperieuco whoso aervicos might be 
secured. 

cAvr. .loii.v irvi.no, 

manager i.'f the C. P. N. Co., said that 
every ateainer that approached tho 
wharves at certain stages of tho tide 
stirred up the naaty deposits that were 
w.ashod into tho harbor from tho op ui 
drains and caused a most nffenaivo oflltiYia 
to arise which could not but bo prejudi- 
cial to public health'. The sewage should 
be carried into the sea. 

:Mit. iioiiKRr wAiii) 
believed the town ahould be thoroughly 
drained. If it were possible by means of 
Uoodgiitos to sluice the harbor mice in '2-1 
hours he Wfuild favor the least expensive 
system of draiiiago into it; but as tho con- 
trol of the harbor was vested in tho Do- 
minion governinent it was not likely that 
that govermueiit would fool sufKcieiit iii- 
teresi in I he drainage ot tho city to go to 
any cx|iease le attain the object and the 
city CMiild Hot interfere with tho harbor.

President of the I'^.^ipiitiialt • Naiiaimo 
Uailw.iy Co., cxurc-aeil unbounded con- 
lidonco in the growth ami greatness of 
Victoria and tho advancement of tho Is- 
land generally. He looked upon tho 
suloctioii of Coal Harbor for the C. P. 
Kailw.ay tetniiuiis !is the very best thin(j 
ihit could hnv(! happened for Viotoria, 
which was now brouglit 211 miles nearer 
tho inainbiiid than it would have been if 
the t(!rmuius had staid at Port Moody. 
The proHpuctive rapid growth of this city 
rendered early attention to sanitary mat- 
ters imperative. People talked of Vic- 
toria as if she was di'atined to remain 
ah\aysacily of Ul.OOtl iiihabitantH; but 
ln..k at till! growth of its comiuorce an 1 
p. ij ailal lull ill two short y"ar.s and a half I 
and thinking lueii would ihcu havo a faint j 
idea of what the city would become after 
through railwiiy communication had been 
obtained and after the Pacific coast began 
to draw all its co.al aniiidiea from this Js- 
l.iiid. A system of open dr.uiis, unless 
Hushed by a Cuiistaiit stream of running 
water, woukl be detrimental lo public 
licialLh, besides reiiuiriiig a small army of 
men to relievo the drains of obstructions. 
Then theru was the befouling of the har - 
bor to ho considered. Mr. Dunsmuir said 
ho favored iilliorough systoni of uiider- 
gniiiiid ilniiiiago. It would be costly; but 
what were dollars and cents when weighed 
against llie public health! 

Mil. AI,E.\. IIKN1>RY, 

city eiitjineer, said that tlie most feasible 
mid iiiexpeiisivi! scheme, to his mind, sva."! 
to secure from tho Dominion govornmoiit 
thu unifiOS Bay llats, and build a suawall 
acro.ss tho entrance to .James Bay, above 
or on a lino with Wharf street. By means 
of this a main tlrain could be carried to 
the.laiiie.s Bay side, and a tunnel could 
then bo driven to the salt wal;er fronting 
Beckloy farm and bricked in. Connect- 
ing with this drain and tunnel there 
should he another sewer following tho 
lino of the ravine, and into which sewer- 
age frdiu biiildines on either aide of the 
ravine weiild drain. 'J'lie lots rochilHied 
from llie l.idi'-n ater at .lauiea Bay could be 
sold and l lie proceeds would go a long way 
towards p.iyiiig tile cost of tho sewerage 
works, as Victoria property would be sure 
to ad van 30 rapidly now that tho 0. P. 
Railway Co. had fixed their terminus at 
Coal Harbor. Mr. Hendry estimates tho 
cost of till! work necessary to bo doiio at 
this time to relieve the thickly inhabited 
liarts of tho cily at -S250,000; but a plan 
for ult ini/ilidy drainnig the uiitiro town 
site sliuuld bo (d)t, lined before any work 
is com iiienceil.

nrosidetit uf the Board of Trade, thought 
thoro was nn absolute .and immediate ne- 
cessity for the construction of a thorough 
system of drainage. He hail not consid- 
ei\d the inalter .seriously, iiut thought 
that the best v.My lo aecuru a perfect syu- 
leiii, and i;n;; that would forovor avoid 
the presence of malaria, would bo to 
drain the city to the 8ca either through 
dailies Bay ward or direct to Ross Bay. 
The city ;ilnped toward these points, and 
from till! lieail of .lames Bay tlU!ro was a 
gully tlitit led direct to the water. Tho 
earth taken from this could ho dcpoaitod 
in tho head waters of dainea Bay, and a 
Gomiuencement made of tilling that part 
to tho bridge, making the property useful 
and very valuable. The construction of 
the ill liii sewer through this way would 
ciisi h:ss than any other, as there was no 
ruck to be met with, and the wholo city 
cuuld bu drained by it, except that part 
of the town ill the neighbnrlinnd of tho 
Albion Iron works. It would bo uaoloss 
dr.iiiiliig the city into the harbor, aa at 
low tide the Bteucli from tho dopoaits 
Would bo unbearable. As it vv.is, tho 
smell fri.in the Fort street and JohiiBoii 
street drains was excoodingly unpleasant 
in the summer months. There would bo 
a considerable outlay for such a system, 
but it should he thorough, and m there 
was an actual nece.-'Bity for it, the best 
means only should bo taken. 

MK. J. H. TODl) 

said tliat his opinion on tho matter was 
pretty Well known for, when in the coun- 
cil ill LST.H, he had moved a resolution 
asking for tho boat aclicmo of aowerage 
and offering $1000 therefor, but the pro- 
moters were in the minority. There were 
no two opiiiimia as to tho desirability of a, 
tlireugh system of drainage, tho query 
was the bust meaiia to bo adopted for 
such. There should bo no hurry in de- 
ciding tho matter, but tho moat practical 
men should bu consulted and none but 
tho very best system adopted. A right 
start should bamado and then thoro would 
bo 'no groat unlooked for expondituro 
afterwards as in tho case of the water- 
works. Ho had heard a theory advanced 
which ha thought a good oiio if it was 
found feasible — a largo main aqueduct to 
.bo constructed along the water front from 
;the basin flit the Albion Iron-Works' to the 
hoad'of James Bay at a BuffibienI; depth 
so that the tide when full would flush the 



aewor from tho front t-o J^o.ss bay, whoro 
it should bo carried. Ilo thought this 
would settle the question of cleansing the 
sewers, aa it would (In it onco in every 24 
hours. Tliuru was no ipiestioii as to the 
necessity of construction, but great care 
and diligencQ should be taken to- prevent 
any mistake. 

A Oeiici'ous Act. 

Many of those proaeiit at the asaiiso 
court on Thursday will remember par- 
ticularly th^ case ol McGuiru, accused of 
robbing the Eaquimalt postoflice. Tho 
priaoiior was undefended, and tho charge 
of tliB judge seemed somewhat against 
him. llnwever, tho jury tailed to agreu 
and a now trial took place ou Friday after- 
noon and evening, when Mr. Mills ap- 
peared for the defence. After a ropetition 
uf the ovid(!iicu and a croas-oxainiiuitioii 
by Mr. Mills, who also nindo a veryahlo 
and elo(|ueiit appeal to the jury in the 
prisoner's behalf, the judge chargeil theia 
Btrengly for cniivictiou, l,ut ii vordicl of 
not guilty W118 returned and i\lc(Juiro 
lihoratod. These are the ciroiunstaiices 
of tho case, and seem ordinary ouough. 
But there is an instance of iioblo gemirus- 
ityia oonnootiim with it that -is of rare 
occurronco. During the progrosa of tho 
first trial a iiui'i w it h .i wounded hmid, 
covered with linen, sat in tho gallery and 
was an intent iisteiiLir to all that traus- 
pirod, and after tho di'-agreoiiioiit of the 
jury this individual wont to the priaoner 
and usked him if ho would liku some onu 
to defrad him at his second trial. Mc- 
Ouiro answered that lie would work night 
and day to pay any one who would ad- 
vance money lo defend hi ii Tin; inter- 
viewer, while not ijariiciihuly cioditiiig 
this slatenioiit, went to Mr. iMilla aiiU 
stated hia iiicaiia ami asked liis fee. A 
price was givuii, and about ton niinutes 
before tho comnrenctMuent of tlm trial he 
was informed the fee was furthconiiiiL', and 
so he took the ca.ie. and idl c> ingratiilated 
him on his edmpienl and siicce.iaful dc- 
funce. The iiiiiividiial wlin put up the 
amount for llii! [o isoner's couii.sel i.s a 
resident of Victoria, an Li isliimni iiaiiuid 
.John Dougherty, and oi-ei ioua to seeing 
McGuiro in the dock had nevov seen tliu 
prisonor before. I)eui;herty earns liis 
living hy currying the hud, and is con- 
ae(|UoiitIy a poor man, and his di.siiiter- 
eated .ictiiin in this casu shows him to bo 
ouo of nature's uoblciiieii. iNlcUuiro, in 
thanking him afterwards, said that he 
would repay him every dollar as soon aa 
ho earned it; and if he does not, ho is 
one of tho inout ungrateful of mortals.
